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THE ACTING WARDEN'S MESSAGE 
OUR 150TH 

In 1966 St. John's College celebrated its centenary with a good deal of eclat. We signalized the 
event by acquiring our new and official (with the College of Heralds) coat-of-arms. The annual canoe 
race began that year--doubtless to symbolize our association with the early days of the voyageurs and 
the fur trade of the Hudson's Bay Company. There were many other events. 

How is it that we are marking the 150th only four years later? Because 1866 saw the refounding of 
a continuing academic institution whose roots are in the log school house erected by the Hudson's Bay 
Company chaplain, John West, where St. John's Cathedral now stands, in 1820. After being dubbed 
Red River Academy it was re-established as St. John's College by the first Bishop of Rupertsland, 

David Anderson, in 1849. Our present constitution derives from the initiative of Archbishop Machray, 
first Chancellor of the University of Manitoba in 1866. 

It is, in part, this history which prompts St. John's to work at the present juncture for the establish¬ 
ment of concentrated Canadian studies in the College hand in hand with an extracurricular institute to 
provide a forum for local community concerns. There is a great need for an academic "ministry of 
reconciliation", not least with respect to the Canadian Indian, whom St. John's once served, all too 
many years ago. New beginnings are forever in order. 

To you, this year's graduates, I express the hope that graduation will be only the beginning of the 
realization of your heritage and resources for Manitoba and for Canada.

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The contemporary university is impaled on the horns of a dilemma and the 1970 graduate will 
surely carry with him into post-undergraduate life the scars of this dilemma. How they heal, whether 
they heal, and what lasting effects they leave on him are things which cannot be predicted and surely 
depend on the personal characteristics of the individual graduand. 

Although you have been experiencing the impact of the dilemma for the past several years, let 
me put you in focus with what I am saying. It boils down to the painfully obvious fact that two of the 
major functions of a University education are in conflict. Firstly the University is a complex institution 
set up, nourished and maintained by society to insure that a sufficient number of society's members, 
having trained at the University, will be able to support and expand the socio-technico-economic 
system which society is. On the other hand a University is encouraged to be a place (or an experience) 
where the ultimates are questioned, where basic assumptions are examined for validity, and nothing, 
including society and the University itself, is too sacred to be exempt from scrutiny. Needless to say 
society and University are found wanting in this examination. 

As more students in recent years have sampled the social sciences and pioportionately less have 
majored in the physical sciences and humanities, the dilemma of the University has become more 
apparent. How this problem is to be solved is the topic of another discussion. Right now the concern 
is how it affects you the 1970 graduate. 

If you are a person with social awareness, then the University's conflict will become your personal 
conflict as you go on to take a job or enter a professional or graduate school. Whatever your individual 
solution, be aware of the extremes. Firstly don't sell yourself (nor the rest of us) for a mess of potage; 
and don't let yourself become a robot. On the other hand, avoid the black pits of despair (they contain 
no solutions); nor destroy in frenzied frustration the very thing you would like to repair. 

There is no easy compromise to the problem so I am at a loss to advise you in this brief context. 
However, it does remind me of my favorite sermon, given by the Irish priest who admonished his con¬ 
gregation to steer the straight and narrow path that lies between good and evil.
